Net result; the taxpayers of the United States 
are “stuck” to pay back five billions with inter- 
est which has gone to pay slow bank loans; and 
in the meantime unemployment has grown 
instead of diminishing. 

The pretty direct inference appears to be 
that Government borrowing and spending does 
not offer a solution to the unemployment prob- 
lem, and the stagnant business condition which 
causes unemployment. 

A companion picture. At last session the 
Government of Canada took power to create 
$52,000,000 of new money against gold reserves 
already on hand, And the bank returns pub- 
lished in the Canada Gazette show that on 
September 30, 1934, demand deposits in Cana- 
dian banks stood $50,000,000 plus higher than 
on the same date last year. 

Perhaps it was only coincidence that demand 
deposits in Canada showed an increase almost 
identical with the amount of new money the 
Government took power to issue, and presum- 
ably did issue. It is for experts to trace and ex- 
plain the relationship between the facts. 

What seems plain on the face of things is 
that the way to put and keep more money in use 
is to create new money. Borrowing some of the 
existing supply and spending it does not appear 
to have produced the desired result in the 
United States. 

While President Roosevelt was pumping in 
existent credit and pumping it out again, the 
banks were gathering it in; and likely enough 
“froze” by buying the very bonds he had 
issued to secure the loan. The outcome is the 
taxpayers of that country are loaded with new 
public debt to the amount of five billions, plus 
interest; while 500,000 more people are out of 
employment than were a year ago. 

When the Government of Canada created 
new money to the amount of $52,000,000, the 
volume of money circulating in Canada, as 
shown by demand deposits in the banks, went 
up by $50,000,000. If it “just happened that

The Passing Show

Sir Ernest Wallis Budge, the Egyptologist, 
who scoffed at the idea of there being a curse 
placed on those who opened the tomb of old 
King Tut and other merry monarchs of ancient 
Egypt, now lies dead in London, and the pap- 
ers are reviving the superstition. 

Sir Ernest's death doesn't 
prove the truth of the super- 
stition. If it proves anything 
at all it is that most people 
don't think with their brains 
but emote instead with their 
solar plexus. Sir Ernest liv- 
ed to be seventy-eight after 
having opened tombs in the 
Sudan, at Ninevah and at 
Der in Mesopotamia. A curse 
of that kind would be a 
blessing to most people. 

Another piece of current shallow thinking 
is that because the mortality rates have been 
lower than usual during the last four years 
that therefore the depression has been good for 
the physical life of the race. It proves nothing 
of the kind. The big butter and egg man class 
has had to curtail its rich food and moderate its 
drinking. Its idea of a good time has been 
limited to prancing around to a jazz band, sing- 
ing with glee that “the bigga badda wolf is 
dea-ad” where once it ranged to slipping gold 
pieces and other things in show girls’ hose. It 
may have helped some of the gay boys to stave 
off the undertaker, but that doesn’t prove that 
depression and a two cent a pound supertax on 
sugar has been good for growing kiddies. 

Germany today complains that it cannot find 
sufficient tall mannequins to show off the styles 
in the Bunderstrasse fashioneries, because of 
the food blockade of 1915-1918. If you want to 
see what effect the depression has had on the 
race you won't find it in the benefits of ab- 
stinence forced on playboys who have had to 
cut down their meals and drinks and live with 
their own wives. You'll have to wait fifteen 
years to read it in the mortality tables and 
physique statistics of that see 

Well, we're not "going to get a fifty dollar 
first cabin fare across the Atlantic and pay for 
our own meals at the steamer cafeteria, if the 
British government can help it. Some British 
shipping men conceived the idea of buying up 
a fleet of Atlantic liners from the Red Star and 
other lines—now outclassed by the recent mam- 
moth de luxe liners—and running them as cabin 
ferries, at fifty dollars for first class accommod- 
ation, and buy your own meals. 

There’s something to be said for the plan. 
At present, rates are based on the theory that 
every passenger wants to live on the fat of the 
land while at sea. Most passengers would pre- 
fer to eat lightly—and some days not at all. 
Hearty eaters like myself, untroubled by mal de 
mer, are no better off. We never miss a meal 
and with appetites sharpened by sea air and 
brisk walks round the deck, eat far more than 
we should—and get a bilious attack soon after 
landing. Twenty years ago one could cross in 
the tourist tlass on the leading Atlantie liners 
for fifty dollars, meals included, so that the 
venture of a fifty dollar fare and buy your 
meals as you go, should be profitable. 

But the British government is frowning on 
the proposal. It thinks it would cut into the 
business of the luxury liners and frustrate “ra- 
tionalization”. It disburses £10,000,000--less 
than our C.N.R. deficit this year—on bonusing 
new and modernized shipping, and a wink, as 
you know, is as good as a nod to a blind horse. 
We folks in the fifty dollar class are to be sac- 
rificed for the sake of the few who want to sail 
with eclat on the luxury liners.

That last sentence isn’t quite fair to Britain's 
policy for prosperity, which is working effec- 
tively for her recovery. Here in Canada we 
are told to tighten our belts, to cut off all un- 
essentials and learn to live on a dollar a day 
as our fathers were supposed to have done. It 
is the policy of the receding spiral of produc- 
tion. Ajong with a “sound money” policy it 
leads logicaly to starvation and ruin. Britain 
has taken opposite policy. She has rnade money 
plentiful. She aims to stimulate domestic con- 
sumption. Without any NRA codes or PWA 
or CWA, Britain has quietly initiated a New 
Deal for her people. She has relied upon sup- 
plies of private capital being made available for 
industry, speeding their release by reducing 
both the bank rate and the interest on govern- 
ment bonds. Without figures by me, I think 
it is safe to assert that British banking shows 
no such condition as we have in Canada, where 
one of the big banks shows investments in 
government and other bonds and debentures 
of $317,000,000 as compared with only $243,000,- 
000 in commercial loans. Britain's trade re- 
vival has been mainly in the domestic mar- 
ket. If Britain prefers to see new shipping built 
and sustained and her people provided with em- 
ployment rather than old ships refurnished for 
cheap trans-Atlantic fares, far be it from this 
commentator to suggest that she does not know 
her own business best.

The Dietetic Crisis 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCoy 


The majority of people do not make any 
decided dietetic change unless they are desirous 
of overcoming some diseased condition of the 
body, and while the results and recoveries from 
a change of diet are often spectacular, it must 
be remembered that most sick people are laden 
down with disease toxins, 
and that these toxins must be 
eliminated before the ele- 
ments of the food can be 
properly assimilated and in- 
corporated into the body. 

Sometimes these poisons 
have accumulated in such 
quantity that a change to- 
ward a more wholesome diet 
produces what has been 
termed a dietetic crisis. As 
the blood becomes more 
alkaline, it dissolves many of the virulent tox- 
ins which have been deposited for years in the 
testines, lungs, liver, and skin have removed 
the blood before being eliminated, they may 
cause various aches, pains and headaches until 
the eliminative organs, such as the kidneys, in- 
testines, lungs, lives and skin have removed 
them from the blood stream. These disagree- 
able symptoms are really favorable indications 
and will disappear as soon as the poisons are 
eliminated. Breaking a fast in the middle of 
one of these periods throws the toxins back into 
the tissues and interferes with the cure. Like- 
wise, certain drugs which are widely used will 
suppress the elimination of these disease toxins 
and by stopping the crisis, prevent a cure. A 
crisis is really a sort of bodily house-cleaning, 
and often as much improvement occurs during 
a two or three-day’s crisis as might ordinarily 
require weeks or months. 

If the poisonous materials which are being 
discharged through the various membranes of 
the body are especially virulent or in unusually 
large quantities, a local irritation of the elimin- 
ative organ may result. For this reason a crisis 
is sometimes accompanied by skin eruptions, 
showing elimination through the skin; or by a 
sort of cold, indicating elimination through the 
mucous membranes; or by a diarrhea, indicating 
elimination through the intestines; or by a 
burning and profuse elimination from the kid- 
neys. 

These symptoms do not occur except in a 
small number of cases, and they are not so 
apt to occur if no food is used except some acid 
fruit and the intestines are thoroughly cleansed 
daily with enemas, but I want you to be ac- 
quainted with the symptoms of a dietetic crisis 
so that you will know what is happening if it 
should occur, Remember that the best policy is 
to continue on the fruit diet, drink plenty of 
water, use enemas, and increase the skin eli- 
mination until the crisis has passed. If you do 
this you will feel much better than before the 
crisis occurred, but if you stop the crisis by eat- 
ing rich food or by using a suppressive drug, 
you will probably feel worse. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: From Maude: “I would like 
to know what causes me to dream every night 
and wake up with a peculiar headache.” 

ANSWER: The headache which you describe 
in your letter is a type which is very frequently 
found when the patient has bladder inflamma- 
tion. One of the common causes of dreaming or 
nightmares is some type of digestive disorder 
which brings about gas pressure during the 
night.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


On this date (December 8th) in 
1793 the first white child was 
born on the Rideau, of a notable 
family in the Ottawa district. He 
was Edmund Burritt, the son of 
Stephen Burritt, a Loyalist from 
Vermont. Stephen and his broth- 
er, Adoniram, fought on the Loy- 
alist side in the battle at Ben- 
nington. After the engagement 
they found a wounded rebel and 
took him to a place of safety 
where he was cared for and re- 
covered. 

A year later the Burritts were 
arrested by the continentals and 
thrown into Bennington jail.

At the outset 
he was attacked by Indians but 
having proved his prowess he

was accepted by them as a broth- 
er. On one occasion he and his 
wife were stricken with fever 
and ague and without food or fuel 
made up their minds that their 
time had come. But a band of 
Indians arrived at the cabin and 
saved the situation. The squaws 
prepared medicine and food and 
nursed their white charges until 
they recovered. From that day 
the Burritt home was opened to 
the Indians, It was no uncom- 
mon thing to wake up in the 
morning and find half a dozen 
of the red men lying at the door 
or even inside the house, 

Stephen became a leader in the 
community, a justice of the peace 
and M.L.A. for Grenville in 1809. 
General Brock appointed him a 
lieutenant-colonel of militia, in 
which capacity he took part in 
the war of 1812-14. Another Bur- 
ritt, Read, was M.L.A. for Gren- 
ville in 1848, 

Alexander Burritt, son of the 
first child on the Rideau, was for 
many years registrar of Ottawa 
city, a fine gentleman of the old 
school when the writer of this 
was a recruit to the Parliament- 
ary press gallery, and for years 
thereafter. His reminiscences of 
the “good old days” were 
thrilling.

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BUSINESS CONDITIONS 

From the monthly Business 
Summary issued by the Bank of 
Montreal: 

Industrial activity is more ap- 
parent in a wide variety of trades 
than at this period in 1933, a 
larger distribution of goods is be- 
ing made, the index of retail 
sales in chain and departmental 
stores rose from 663 in August 
to 729 in September (January, 
1929—100), and the heavy indus- 
tries, those producing durable 
goods, are showing more signs of 
life. The construction trade, to 
which many industries are sub- 
sidiary, gives indication of slight 
revival from a _ long period of 
prostration. Evidence of brisker 
business is afforded by bank 
clearings, by car loadings and by 
bank debits. Mineral produc- 
tion is large and textile indus- 
tries are moderately active un- 
der the keen competition of for- 
eign manufactures, Crops have 
been more abundant than at one 
time seemed probable, and, aid- 


ed by ‘higher prices, the lot of 
the farmer is better. Fishermen 
on both Atlantic and Pacific 


coasts have reaped a larger har- 
vest. The season of navigation 
now closing makes favorable 
comparison with last year, in 
point of both passenger and 
freight traffic, since against a 
sluggish movement of wheat can 
be set better rates on inland 
waters. Consumption of hydro- 
electric power steadily increases.

SETTLERS DISCONTENTED 


Editor, Bulletin: I ask your 
favor to call public attention to 
the disgraceful conditions under 
which the British settlers under 
the 3,000 family schemes, now 
find themselves, 

The situation is becOming more 
and more hopeless and the 
scheme appears an obsolete fail- 
ure, 

It s obvious to ull who home- 
steaded in this country that it is 
impossible for the average man 
to succeed, where his indebted- 
ness is greater than the value of 
the land and equipment. 

Knowing this, we wonder how 
any government would allow a 
scheme to be put forward, where 
the settler owes for everything, 
and has nothing to call his own, 
The Canadian soldier has had 
his indebtedness cut. He was 
given full equipment and_ stock 
and has a better chance than the 
British settler not under the S., 
S.B. 

The land of the 3,000 schemes 
belongs to big companies. 

Letters are reaching me where 
the settler owes $6,000 on one 
quarter section. Many of these 
families have had a struggle to 
exist since they came out in 1929 
and 1930, and this year seizures 
of crops are reported, Forclosures 
are asked by some of these land 
companies, although the settler 
has broken 100 acres of virgin 
land and improved the farm. 

It seems the object they were 
brought out for is accomplished 
and now the land is improved, 
fenced, etc., the companies can 
easily dispose of it. 

These settlers received four 
horses, one brush breaker, a disc 
and wheels, all to improve the 
land. After it was improved, 
moneyless, they had to trust to 
luck to get seed, drill harrows, 
binder, etc., although agreements 
said necessary implements would 
be supplied. 

People with large families 
dumped four miles from school 
on one scheme have to carry on, 
until their turn comes for fore- 
closure. Then they will be forced 
to strike out for the city and 
apply for relief. 

The equipment, valued around 
$700, belongs to the British gov- 
ernment. When settler leaves his 
place the equipment is sold and 
the last deal I have record of the 
sale was for $200 to a dealer, 
leaving $550 of a loss. Why not 
give the settler the implements 
at a reduced rate, cut all interest 
and bring down the land to the 
price of adjoining quarters? If 
not, make these companies give 
us the option of being returned 
to where they got us, at their ex- 
pense, as the deal we are now 
getting, is a poor advertisement 
for Canada, with all her untold 


wealth.

HUMAN RIGHTS TO PUBLIC 
HEALTH 


Editor, Bulletin: The above is 


the title of an editorial which 
appears in the current number 
of a nationally circulated five 


cent magazine, in which the foi- 
lowing occurs: 

“The Hon. Geo, Hoadley, Min 
ister of Health: ‘All must realize 
the need for concerted action 
The study of health activties with 
a view to determining how we 
may more effectively conserve 
the greatest of all our resources 
—our human resources — is 
worthy of careful consideration’.” 

I have before me two copies of 
an American magazine published 
in Boston, Massachusetts in which 
is presented “in condensed form 
the record of thirty wholesale 
aluminum poisonings due to the 
sales propaganda of the alumin- 
um trust.” 

“These resulted,” the article 
goes on to say,” in the known 
death of 13 persons and the seri- 
ous illness of 2,759 others, .. .” 

From the same article is taken 
the following: 

“At Olds, Alberta, a group was 
poisoned at a banquet in honor 
of the Hon. F. S. Grisdale, Min- 
ister of Agriculture. Details just 
at hand from the Winnipeg Free 
Press and Prairie’ Farmer, say 
the majority of the 250 guests 
were stricken, and that ‘accord- 
ing to stories from Olds, the 
chicken was cooked in metal pots 
and left standing in them.’ Note 
the careful concealment of truth.” 

Here is a clear suggestion that 
the Minister of Agriculture suf- 
fered from aluminum poisoning. 
The article as a whole suggests 
that the use of aluminum for 
cooking utensils is dangerously 
harmful to health, and that mil- 
lions of dollars have been spent 
by the aluminum interests to 
keep that fact from the public. 
This is a clear case that should 
immediately engage the most 
serious consideration of our Min- 
ister of Health in the interests of 
those whom he serves.

PREDICTS WHEAT DEMAND 

Editor Bulletin: Major H. G. S. 
Strange, as reported in Tuesday’s 
press, is still deploring Canada's 
sad position in the world’s wheat 
market. The dismal features, he 
laments, are Canada’s large stocks 
on hand. It is indeed sad that 
Canada has large stocks that will 
yet be urgently needed, that 
might have been practically 
thrown away. The Major's la- 
ment is that we did not enter the 
crop year with almost bare bins. 
By cut throat competition, some- 
thing might have been done, but 
at whatever sacrifice our surplus 
was disposed of, importers would 
not have cut into the world sur- 
plus a bushel more. It would still 
have existed here or elsewhere, 
still a burden on the international 
market. 

He continually urges liquidat- 
ing of our wheat holdings. Peo- 
ple liquidate their estate when 
they are licked. It is a policy of 
despair, but Canada is not among 
the defeated and is not going to 
be forced into throwing over- 
board her splendid asset of wheat 
on hand, 

Major Strange says, “Price cuts 
no figure.” I wonder whether 
there is a farmer or business man 
in Canada who will agree with 
this extraordinary view. If the 
price was zero, it would indeed 
cut no figure. 

It is nothing to the farmer to- 
day that he is receiving some- 
thing approaching a fair return 
for his wheat, instead of four or 
five cents after freight charges 
are paid to the lake head 


Surely Major Strange’s policy 
of wholesale liquidation would 
have far reaching results little 


relished by either elevator com- 
panies, millers or _ railroads, 
Would any of these big interests 
relish being forced to cut to the 
bare bone the cost of their serv- 
ices? Yet if the price of wheat is 
of so little importance, and forced 
too near zero by liquidiation, such 
cuts would be inevitable and 
eventually farmer and handler 
would be on a level of utter 
penury. 

Taking the world’s statistical 
position, there is nothing to show 
the necessity of crowding our 
wheat stocks on the market, 
“Regardless of prices.” 

On the basis of the 265,000,000 
bushels, the government figure 
(not Major Strange’s estimate of 
240,000,000). This leaves 280,000,- 
000 bushels of western wheat for 
export in all positions, with eight 
months still to go in the current 
crop year, This allows for home 
requirements, bu: nothing for a 
reasonable carry over, say 40,000,- 
000 bushels, 

We have a potential market for 
all this surplus. According to 
Broomhall, the world needs are 
576.000,000 and he apportioned 
8,000,000 to the United States 
Since this estimate was made, the 
United States has already im- 
ported 10,000,000 bushels of Cana- 
dian wheat and shipped  prac- 
tically nothing 


There is little doubt but what 


the United States from now on 
will be keen competitors with 
Europe, for the balance of the 
crop, and will take 100,000,000 
bushels Even then little will 
have been affected in filling its 
crop shortage of 2,500,000,000,

The fact was that the 
League owed me about $1,700 
which I in turn owed to my print- 
ers, and still owe. I was said to be 
expecting to make $25,000 out of 
the “EPIC News.” The fact was that 
I had never had one cent from the, 
paper, and have not had since. 

I was said to have “augmented” 
sales of my former books by the 
campaign; the fact being that in 
1933 the sales of my books aver- 
aged $1,720 per month, while in, 
1934 they averaged less than half_ 
that. 


The story went on: “And so on 
down the line, motion pictures, | 
plays, shows, rodeos, food and 


other merchandising, auction sales, 
banquets and what nots! And for 
the personal profit of Sinclair to 
the potential tune of a quarter of a 
million dollars.” 

The answer to all this is that I 
had never derived a cent of profit 
from any of them; at that time I 


had personally contributed more 
than $3,000 to the work of the 
League in one form or another, 


and when I have finished the writ- 
ing of this present book, and turned 
it over to the League to help earn 


money to pay its debts, I shall go 
on a lecture tour to earn money 
to pay the debts which I myself 


have incurred. 
FALSEHOODS REPEATED 

This mess of falsehoods was 
taken up and reprinted all over the 
State of California. Three supposed

CHAPTER EIGHT 

One of the first needs of the End 
Poverty campaign was, of course, 
a newspaper. I was modest, and 
hoped for a weekly bulletin. But 
in the first weeks of the campaign 
there came a man who introduced 
himself as an old Hearst editor; he| 
had some money and thought that | 
publishing a weekly paper for our 
movement could become a commer- 
cial proposition. 

He was willing for me to control | 
the editorial policy of the paper, 
and | signed a contract providing ; 


that a share of any of the profits of | 
the enterprise was to come to me.

Of course, I was hoping to get some | 


but I never got any. During the 
five months that he published “End | 
Poverty” this gentleman never | 
rendered a statement, and we found 
at the end that his procedure was 
to take the income and leave the 
bills unpaid. 

The clash between the profit mo- 
tive and the idealistic one in our 
organization was incessant, and 
finally we asked the publisher to 
cancel the contract and quit, When 
he failed to do so, we just dropped | 
that paper, and started a new one 
with a new name, “EPIC News.” 
This was from the beginning the 
property of the End Poverty League 
and no one has ever made a cent 
out of it 

The price was five cents per copy 
and we got a thrill out of hearing

Our direct sales from the begin- 
ning amounted to about 20,000 
copies. After a few months we hit 


editions for different localities. 


The paper was eight pages, tab- 


|loid size, and we would print an 


outside sheet of four additional 
pages dealing with the news of San 
Fernando Valley or Oakland or 
whatever the place might be. Our 
clubs would get local advertising 
for these special four pages, suffi- 
cient to pay for an edition of ten 


| thousand or more. They would then 


distribute the papers free from door 
to door. 
PAPER KEPT GROWING 

This proved a fruitful idea and it 
was not long before we were print- 
ing special editions for big affairs, 
such as a meeting in the Pasadena 
Rose Bowl or the Civic Auditorium 
at Long Beach and distributing 
thirty or forty thousand papers 
over the city and the neighboring 
town, 

By such means the paper con- 
tinued to grow, until two weeks be- 
fore the primary we printed what 
was probably the largest edition of 
a newspaper ever printed in Cali- 
fornia, 1,450,000 copies, more than 
eighty separate editions. Before 
the general election we beat that 
with two issues of nearly two mil- 
lion each. 

The clubs distributed the paper 
and the paper made new clubs. 
There were so many that I could 
not keep track of the growih.

They did the work, and 
they did the thinking, and brought 
in so many new ideas that I did 
|not know what was going on. I 
| would come back from a speaking 
tour and be told that we had a play 
in’ rehearsal, or that I was to ap- 
pear at a rodeo. 

The nearest I came to feeling 
| like a real Governor was at this 
last affair, when I had to drive my 
car around the ring and wave to a 
roaring mass of people. We had a 
barbecue, and feats of horseman- 
ship and steer-roping, and then a 
string of candidates poured their 
eloquence into a loud speaker in 
the middle of the dusty field. 


“DEPRESSION ISLAND” 

I must not forget “Depression 
Island.” In my book, “The Way 
written before the EPIC 
| movement started, I had used the 
; illustration of three men cast ashore 
upon a tropical island; I imagined 
what would happen to them while 
they were free, and then the situa- 
tion if one of them came to own 
the island. I made a story out of 
it—three or four pages—and when 
the EPIC movement got going peo- 
ple began begging me to take up 
this idea and make it into a play 
{or motion picture. I wrote it as a 
scenario for a picture, a two-reel 
comedy. 

Since the picture producers re- 
| fuse any story which suggests any- 
thing wrong with the profit system, 
we decided to raise the money and 
make “Depression Island” for our- 
selves. 

I spent five days visiting in the 
places of the rich, begging for a 
loan of thirty-five hundred dollars 
Iv able to get pledges amount- 
ing to seventeen hundred—of which 
five hundred was withdrawn, two 
or three days after it was pledged! 
So the motion picture version of 
“Depression Island” still waits. 

Some of our people demanded it 
as a stage show, which could be 
made to pay for itself. So in due 
course the Shrine auditorium was 
rented and our clubs were put at 
work selling tickets. We borrowed 
| the “set” of a tropical #land from 
a motion picture concern, and one 
evening an audience of three or 
four thousand assembled. 


Curtain Is Rung Up 
On Three Castaways 


The curtain went up on three 
castaways searching for water and 
something to eat. There was an 
entirely practical cocoanut tree and 
highly realistic fish, both fresh and 
dried. There magically arose a hut. 
The three men were happy, because 
if Abie charged too many cocoa- 
nuts for a fish Bing and Crunk 
could go out and get their own 
fish; and the same with coccanuts 
and huts. 

The only trouble was they be-

| costs,” he said, “in relation to bene- 
fits received, our highways may be 

| divided into two classes, firstly, 

| those used by the general motoring 
public and secondly those that per- 

| form a purely local service.” 

In support of his contention that 
the motorist was paying more than 
| his fair share of taxation, Mr. Grant 
| Said that in Alberta, “besides being 
subject to the ordinary general 
| taxes, direct and indirect, that all 
| have to pay, he is called upon to 
| bear, in respect of his motor vehicle 

or the operation of it, a very con- 
siderable part of the provincial rev- 
| enue, In fact. since 1927, which is as 

far back as the statistics have been 
examined from that viewpoint, he 
has never paid less than 43 and 
three-quarters per cent of the total 
| provincial revenue derived from 

tax collections and has exceeded 55 
| per cent. 

It was further contended by Mr 
Grant that since 1923 the govern- 
ment had collected from the gaso- 
line and motor vehicle license taxes 
a total of $28,372,252.45 and since 
the same year had spent on high- 
ways at the end of the 1933 fiscal 
year, exclusive of capital expendi- 
ture made from borrowed money, 
but including interest on the bor- 
rowed money and sinking fund to 
repay same, $12,444.658.23 
| CAR OWNER SUFFERS 

Quoting these and other figures, 
Mr. Grant submitted it was obvious 
that the motor vehicle owner was 
suffering from excessive taxation 

He argued that a heavy license 
fee prevented operation of many 
cars, which if on the road, would 
soon make up any loss in gasoline 
tax paid and a heavy gasoline tax 
| had the same effect.
